Montevideo, Jan 27, 1834. 
It being inexcusable that the national and 
foreign vessels, which maintain the traffic of 
this Republic with the civilized nations of 
Europe and America, possess the 
means of 
eluding the 38th article of the Custom House 
regulations, merely by alleging that they did , 
not make a manifest o f cargo, or that they 
were not obliged to make one, at the custom 
houses of the ports whence they cleared ; and 
this being not less injurious to the public rev­ 
enue than to the national commerce and in­ 
dustry, since it deprives them o f th* protec-1 
tion granted by said regulations and others to 
which it refers: Ihe Supreme Government of 
the Republic decrees 
A r t . 1. 
National or foreign vt aso’.s which,! 
under whatever pretext, shall not present a 
manifest conforming with that by which they ! 
cleared at the ports whence they sail, shall 
pay G per cent, more duties than those e s - : 
tahlished by law, on the value o f the effects! 
introduced for consumption, or transhipped. 
2. W hen the mam test of the custom house ! 
where the vessel was cleared shall not express 
the number of packages, pieces or quality of 
their contents, the captain or consignee must 
make these specifications agreeably to the in­ 
voices and bills of lading, 
3. T he difference in tlie number of pieces or 
their quality, shall be punished as an actual 
concealment. 
4. If the difference in the number should be 
greater than the quantity stated in manifest, 
the excess shall be subject to confiscation; if 
less, to the payment of the value of such de­ 
ficiency. 
5. The regulations shall begin to have force 
for the porls of Brazil and the Pacific in 4 
months, and for the ports o f Europe and North 
America in 8 months, counting from the date 
of this decree.
